and able to killall thofe ? He anfwered yes,and furely would,

mocked him and his God, that not long after fucha fick- 
nefle came,that of five or fix hundred about theA4affachufets 
there remained but thirty, on whom their neighbours fell 
and flew twenty eight : the two remaining fled the Country 
till the Exelifh came, then they returned and furrend red their 
Countrey and title to the Engis(h : if this be nottruc in every 

articular, excufe me, I pray you, for amnot the Author : 
but itis molt certaine there wasan exceeding great plague a- 
monegft them ; for where I have feene two or three hundred, 
within three yeares after remained fcarce thirty, but what 
difeafe it was the Salvages knew not tilltheé: ngliferold them, 
never having feene,nor heard of the like before.

fhort fhrubby old Cedars, Thofe Patentees procured. a Pro- 
clamation, that no fhip’ fhould goethithertofifh but pay 
them for the publike, asit was pretended, five pound upon 
every thirty tunsof fhipping, neither trade with the natives, 
cut downe wood, throw their balaft overboord, nor plane 
without commiffion, leave and content to the Lord of that 
divifton or Mannor ; fome of which for fome of them I be- 
Iceve will be tenantleflethis thoufand yeare.

and all things fo contrary to their expectation,that now every 
monftrous humor began to fhew it felfe, And to fecond this, 
neare as many more came after them, but fo ill provided, 
with fuch multitudes of women and children, as redoubled 
their neceffities. a 
This fimall teiall of their patience, caufed amorg themno 
{mall confefion, and put the Goyernour and his Councell to 
their utmott-wits> fome could notendure the name of a Bi- 
fhop, others notthe fight ofa Crotlenor Surplefle, others by 
nomeanes the bocke ofcommon Prayer, This abfolute crue, 
only of the Eleét, holding all (but fach as themfelves) repro- 
bares and caft-awaies, now make more ha(te to returne to 
Babel, asthey tearmed Englaxd, than {tay to enjoy theland 
they called Canaaa ;fomewhatthey muft fay to excufe them- 
felves.

TLhofe he found Brownifts, heclet goe for New-Plimoris,

with him, and more than 1600. Englith in all the Country, 
with three or foure hundred head of Cattell, as for Core. 
they are very ignorant: If upon the coaft of eA mserica, they 
doe not before the end of this O&ober (for toies) furnifh 
theinfelves with two or three theufand bufhels of Indian 
Corne, which is betterthan ours, and ina fhort time caufe 
the Salvages to doc them as good fervice as their owne men, 
as I did in Usrginia, and yetneither ufe cruelty nor tyranny 
among {t them; a confequence well worth putting in practice: 
and till it heeffected, they will hardly doe well. I know ig- 
norance will fay iv is impoflible, but this impoffible taske, 
ever fince the maflacrein Virginia, I have beene a futerto have 
undertaken, but with 1 50.men, to have got Corne, fortified 
the Country,and difcoveredthem more land than theyall yer _ 
know or have demonftrated. : but the Merchants common an- 
{wer was, neceffity in time would force the Planters doe it 
themfelyes,and rather thus husbandly to lofeten theepe, than 
be at the charge ofa halte penny'worth of Tarte. 

Who isit chat knowes not what a {mall handfull of Spa- 
niards inthe Weft Indies, fubdued “millions of the inhabi- 
tants, fo depopulating thofe Countries they conquered, that 
theyare gladto buy Negroes in Africa at'a creat rate, in 
Countriesfarre remote from them,'which although they bee. 
asidle and as devilifl people as any inthe mote yer they 


caufcthem quickly to bee theix belt feryants; notwithftan- 
| | ; ding, 
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ding, thete is for every foure or five naturall Spaniards, two 
orthree hundred Indians and Negros, and in Virginia and 
New-Englandmore Englifh than Salvages, that can aflemble 
themfelves to affault or hurt them, and itis much better to 
helpe to planta country than unplant ic and then replant ic: 
but there Indians were in fuch multitudes, the Spaniards had 
no otherremedy ; and ours fuchafew, and fo difperfed, it 
were nothing in afhort time to bring them to labour and obe- 
dience. 

It is {trangeto me,that Englifh men fhould not doe as much 
as any, but uponcvery fleight affront, in ftead to amend it, we 
make it Worle; notwich{tanding the worft of all thote ru- 
mours, the better fort there are conftant in their refolutions, 
and foare the moft of their beft ftiends here; and making 

rovifion to fupply them, many conceit they make a 
dearth here, which is nothing fo ; for they would fpend more 
here than they tranfport thicher. One Ship this Summer 
with twenty cattcll, and forty or fifty paffengers, arived all 
well, and the Ship at home againe in nine weckes: another 
for all this exclamation of want, is returned with rooco. 
Corfith, and fourefcore Kegs of Sturgion, which they did 

| takeand fave when the feafon was neare pait, and inthe very 

| heat of Summer, yet 4s good as can be. Since another fhip is. 
eouefrom Bri/tew, and many more a providing to follow 
chem withall fpecd.
